Honourable Sir, 


Receiv'd your obliging Let- 
ter of July 7th, wherein you 
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Writers, and others, have 
miſrepreſented me as a 
Payiſt, which you ſay you 
imagine can be for no other Cauſe, but that 
they are Enemies to thoſe Ancient Chri- 
ſtian Doctrines, which I have maintained 


in ſome late Tract and Sermons publiſhed

by me. And for which Reaſon, you tell 


me, That 1 ought to vindicate myſelf 
from this malicious and groundleſs Ca- 
lumny, that it may nor prejudice the more 
ingenuous Searchers into Truth, againſt

tell me, That ſome News- 
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_ thoſe Ancient Principles, which you know, 


and believe to be truly Chriſtian, as well 
as myſelf. I could 'expe& no other Ad- 
vice from {o Noble a Perſon, ſo Good a 
Friend, and ſo True a Son of the Church 
of England, who is entirely in the ſame 
Sentiments with me. But had I really 


been turned Papiſt, as they maliciouſly 
report, I know no Reaſon why thoſe Prin- 
__ ciples of Primitive Chriſtianity, which I had 
defended, ſhould ſuffer upon that Ac-

count. Are the Archbiſhop of Spalato's 
excellent Books De Republica Eccleſiaſtica, 
the leſs valuable, or the Doctrines he has 
there maintained, and ſolidly proved, from 
the Holy Scriptures and Fathers, of leſs 
Authority, becauſe he afterward revolted 
from the Church of England (where, with 


| Grief, he {aw at that time the Calviniſtical 


Principles prevail) to the Church of Rome? 
Did thole Books receive their Value and 
Eſteem from the Authority of the Man who 
wrote them, or from the Weight and Co- 
gency of his Arguments, and the Multi- 
rude of Ancient Teſtimonies which he pro- 
duced ? And therefore we ſcruple not, 
even at this Day, to ſhew an high Regard 
to thoſe his admirable Works, and to uſe 
his Arguments againſt the Errors, Inno- 
vations, and Corruptions of the Church of 
Rome; though, generally an we

have no longer an Eſteem for the Author, 
who, for leaving us, and going to.Rome, 
where he was ſo ill treated, is by many be- 
lieved to have Apoſtatized from his own 
Doctrines. I therefore hoped, that though 
ſome, who did not know me, might give 
Credit to the News-Writers, (for I thank 
GOD, I was fatisfed that none of my 
Acquaintance would believe them) and 
be perſuaded that T was turned to the Ro- 
miſh Religion; yet the Doctrines 1 had 
taught before this pretended Apoſtacy, 
might ſuffer nothing by ſuch a gfoundleſs 
Report; ſuppoſing that the Doctrines would 


be yet believed for their own Sakes, and 


that they would ſtand firm on the Founda- 


tion on which they were built, that is, the 


Holy Scriptures, and the Teſtimonies of the 
Holy Fathers, and' Martyrs, of the Primitive 
Church, whatever became of any of thoſe 
who had maintained and vindicated them, 
eſpecially the Meaneſt of thoſe Vindicators. 
And for this Reaſon I did not think ic worth 
my while to vindicate myſelf, in any Pub- 
lick Manner, from ſo baſe and falſe an 
Aſperſion as had been caſt upon me by 
thoſe, who publiſhed round the Nation, 
that I was turned Papiſt, (an Apoſtacy, of 
which, rather than be guilty, I hope, by 
the Grace 'of GOD, I ſhould chooſe to 
ſuffer Death) becauſe I conceived ſuch a 
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Report could only concern me as a private 
Perſon, but that none of the Ancient Chri- 

ſtian Dofrines, which I have defended, 

could be affected by it: And not much 
regarding what the World thinks of me, 

as knowing that I ſhall not ſtand or fall 

by Man's Judgment, but by the ſole Judg- 
ment of Him that knows the Heart, did 

not think it worth my while to take any 
Notice of the Matter. I was ſenhtible, That 

it was, and ſtill is, the Uſual Artifice of a | 

certain Party and Faction, that have infeſt- 

ed this Nation ever ſince the Reformation, 

to charge all that maintained the Doctrines 

of the Church of England, and of the Pri- 

mitive Church, with Popery : That the Bleſ- 

ſed and Glorious Martyr, King Charles I. 

who laid down his Lite for the Proteſtant 
Religion, as profeſſed and taught in the 
Church of England, was branded for a 
Papiſt, and is ſtill reported to have been 

one, by the Enemies ot the Church and Mo- 
nuarchy: That another Great and Bleſſed 

* Sir Ed. Martyr, Archbiſhop Laud, who, tho', as 
279:55one of his greateſt Enemies (who, as him- 
of Spee. {elf tells us, threw the firſt Stone at him) ac- 
e. Knowledges, had muzzled the Jeſuite, and 
ſmitten the Papiſt under the fifth Rib, in his 
incomparable Book againſt Fiſher, was never- 

theleſs treated and reviled as a Papiſt in his 
Life-Time, and paſles for ſuch, even lines 
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19 
his Martyrdom for the Church of England, 
amongſt a great Part of the Faction: Not 


to mention Mountague, Heylin, T horndike, 


and many others, who, though they had 
ſignalized themſelves by writing againſt 
the Church of Rome, were notwithſtanding 
charg'd with Popery. I could not therefore 
think it ſtrange, that ſuch an Accuſation 
ſhould be falſſy laid to my Charge, when 
theſe and other great Men, who had ſhew'd 
themſelves ſuch ſtrenuous Advocates for 
the Church of England, could not eſcape 
the ſame Reproach. I had therefore de- 
termin'd patiently to bear it, as my Betters 
had done before me, hoping ſuch a noto- 
rious ſhameleſs Lye, for which there was 
never the leaſt Occaſion given, would not 
need a Refutation. And though I cannot 
but be ſorry for, and pity thoſe who have 
raiſed and diſperſed this Lye of me, and 
thoſe who have been deceived by it; yet, 


upon my own Account, I cannot be dif- 


pleaſed with it, having Chriſt's own moſt 
Gracious Promiſe of a Bleſſing due to me, 
for patiently enduring ſuch an unjuſt Slan- 
der. Bleſſed are ye, ſays He, when Men 


ſhall revile you, and perſecute you, and ſhall 
ſay all manner of Evil againſt you FALSLY 


for My Sake. For, to call a Man a Papiſt, in 
a Proteſtant Kingdom, is an high Degree 


of Reviling him, and alſo tends to draw the 


greateſt 
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greateſt Perſecution upon him; ſince it is 


Death by our Laws, for any one bred in 
the Church of England, to be reconciled to 


that of: Rome: But GOD be praiſed, they 
have ſaid this Evil of me falſly, and that 
for Chriſt's Sake, in order to have thoſe 
Chriſtian Doctrines, for which J have been 


an Advocate, branded as Popiſb. And it 


appears by your Letter, that in many Places 


of England, and in heland alſo, it has had 
that itt Effect: „„ 


Now, though it is very unreaſonable, 
that any Doctrines ſhould be condemn'd 
as Popiſh, becauſe the Man who has main- 


tainꝰd them is at laſt found to be a Papiſt, 
eſpecially when the Doctrines themſelves 


are directly oppoſite to Popery ; yet ſince 
too many in the World are apt to conſider 
rather Who ſays a Thing, than What is ſaid, 
and in this particular Caſe thoſe Chriſtian 
Doctrines I have aſſerted in Print are by 
many thought to be Popiſh, becauſe they 
believe me to be turn'd to that Religion; I 
therefore, according to your Advice, think 


it neceſſary, in as Publick a Manner as I 


can, to vindicate myſelf from that foul 
Calumny ; and deſire you will be ſo kind 


as to get this Letter, I now fend you on 
this Occaſion, to be printed and publiſhed ;_ 


in which I not only folemnly declare in 
the Preſence of G OD, that J utterly age 
and 
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and deteſt all truly Popiſh Doctrines and 
Practices in general; that is, all thoſe Cor- 


rupt Doctrines, Superſtition and Idolatry, 


with which the Church of Rome has defiled 
the true Primitive Chriſtianity taught by 
our Bleſſed Saviour and His Apoſtles ; and 


by the Eſtabliſhment of which, in the pre- 


tended General Council of Trent, it has 


render'd itſelf Schiſmatical, Heretical, and 


Idolatrous : But J ſhall alſo deſcend to Par- 
ticulars. — bes 


In order to which, it is neceſſary, that I 


diſtinguiſh betwixt what is Popiſb, and what 
is Chriſtian, For the Papiſis believe all the 
Articles of the Chriſtian Faith contained in 
the Apoſiles Creed, the Athanaſian Creed, and 
the Nicene Creed,cven as the Church of Eng- 
land does. And therefore, when I declare, 
that I abhorr and deteſt Popery in general, I 


do not mean, that I abhorr and deteſt what» 
ever is held and believed by the Papiſts; be- 
cauſe at that rate I muſt abhorr and deteſt 


the Creeds, to which I have heartily ſubſcri- 
bed, and even the Holy Scriptures them- 
ſelves, which the Papiſts alfo acknowledge 
to be the Word of GOD as well as we; and 
in ſhort, renounce Chriſtianity itſelf. For 


the Papiſts hold all the Doctrines of Chriſtia- 


nity; but they have corrupted and abuſed 


many of them, and made ſeveral Additio- 


nal Articles to the Faith, which was once 


delivered 
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delivered to the Saints. And therefore, all 
Things written and maintained by the Pa- 
piſts are not to be condemn'd ; for what- 
ever Doctrines they teach, which are agree- 
able to the Holy Scriptures, are not to be 
called Popiſþ Doctrines, becauſe taught by 
them; but are to be eſteemed as real Chrz- 


ſtian Doctrines, becauſe taught by Chriſt 


and His Apoſtles, and the Primitive Fathers, 
before Popery was known in the World. 
And for this Reaſon, the Doctrines I have 


N taught, ought not to be thought 


opiſh, though 1 myſelf had been of that 
Communion, (which, Ithank GOD, I am 
not, never was, and by the Divine Grace 
truſt that I never ſhall be) becauſe they are 
agreeable to the Doctrine of Chriſt and His 
Apoſiles, and of thoſe Holy Biſhops and 


Martyrs who governed the Chriſtian Church 


for many Ages before the preſent Romiſh 
Religion. And if any Doctrines of the 
Church of Rome ſeem to bear any Affinity 


to thoſe Doctrines, it is only becauſe that 


Church has not yet thrown off the Doctrines 


of Chriſtianity, but only corrupted them. 


To come therefore to the particular Do- 
ctrines of that Church, wherein they have 
deviated from the true Primitive Chriſtia- 
nity; I ſhall ſhew my Deteſtation of them, 
by conſidering them diſtinctly, as they lie 
in the Additional Articles annexed 5 me

bound to declare and ſay, I firmly receive 


and embrace the Apoſtolical and Eccleſiaſtical

quires us to receive and embrace the Cor- 
rupt Traditions, Cuſtoms and Conſtituti- 
ons of the preſent Roman Church, I ab- 
horr, deteſt, and renounce it. Though I. 
do firmly receive and embrace the True 
Apoſtolical and Eccleſiaſtical Traditions, Cu- 
ſtoms, and Conſtitutions which are agree- 
able to the Holy Scriptures, and which, ac- 
cording to the Golden Rule of Vincentius 
Lirinenfis, have been received in all Apes, 
in all Places, and. by all the Faithful, and 
which are ſtill retained: or approved by the 
preſent Church of England. W 

2. TRE next Additional Article is, I re- 
cerve the Holy Soripture in that Senſe in 
which it has been, and is ſtill held by our 
Holy Mother the Church, who alone has Aus 


 thority to judge of the true Senſe and Inter- 


pretation of the Holy Scripture ; nor will I 
ever receive and interpret it otherwiſe than 
according to the unanimous Conſent of the 


Fathers. Now, as this makes the preſent 


Church of Rome the ſole Interpreter of the

My An- 
ſwer to this ſhall be in the very Words of 
the Church of England, in the Article of 
the Sacraments. T here are Two'Sacraments 
 ordain'd of Chriſt our Lord in the Goſpel, 
that is to ſay, Baptiſm, and the Lord's Supper. 
T heſe Five commonly called Sacraments, that

Now, I do believe, that the Bread and 
Wine are offer'd to GOD in the Holy 
Euchariſt as the Repreſentative Body and 
Blood of Chriſt, confequently that they nei- 
ther are, nor can be converted into His 

true, real, ſubſtantial Body, which, toge- 
ther with His Soul, is now in Heaven; and 
that His true and individual Body and Blood 
are not preſent in the Holy Euchariſt: That 
the Bread and Wine, His Repreſentative 
Body and Blood, are indeed a true, pro- 
per, and propitiatory Sacrifice, appointed 
by Chriſt Himſelf to render GOD propi- 
tious and gracious to all the faithful Re- 
ceivers of them, but not through any Ver- 
tue in the Elements themſelves, or by any

Church of Rome, are ſcandalous and abo- 
minable, and deſtructive to the Souls of 
the People: That the Indulgences granted 


by che Pope, are derived from no Power 
which Chriſt left to his Church: That an 
Indulgence, in the Senſe of the Primitive 
Church, whoſe Practice was agreeableſ 


to the Authority Chriſt committed to the 


SGovernours of the Church, conſiſted not 
in Anticipations of Penance, but only in 
-a Relaxation of the Rigour of ſome Pe- 


nance which had been impoſed, when they 


thought the Penitent had given due Teſti-

monies of his Sorrow and Repentance, or 
for ſome other weighty Reaſon : But which 


was never ſold for Money, nor granted be- 
fore à Penance had been enjoyned, as is 


now practiſed in the Church of Rome, to 
the Deſtruction of thoſe unhappy Souls 


who depend on ſuch Pardons and Indul- 


gences. In a word, I ſhall conclude my

our Liturgy: But the foregoing Points, to 
which J here, as publickly as Jam capable of, 
declare my Diflene, are Matters which they 
have added to the Faith profeſſed in the 


Church of England, and in the truly An- 


cient Catholick and Apoſtolick Church of 


Chriſt, and which I believe were never 


thought neceſſary to Salvation, till the

So that Preſ- 
bytery, and the No-Neceſſity of. an Epiſco- 
pu Commiſſion, had plainly their Original 
from Popery: And may therefore be called 


Popiſb Doctrines, as being maintained in 


the corrupt State of that Church, till ſince 
our Reformation. And though the Court 
of Rome was in the Council of Trent forc'd 
to own Biſhops to be Superiour to Preſ- 
byters by a Divine Right, yer I do not 
know, that they have any where maintain'd 


the Neceſſity of an Epiſcopal Commiſhon 


to the Valid Adminiſtration of Sacraments ; 
and it is certain, that they allow one Sa- 
crament, the Sacrament of Baptiſm, to be 
miniſtred by thoſe who have no ſuch Com- 
miſſion. This Doctrine is therefore ſo far 


from being Popiſh, that in the Caſe of 


Baptiſm at leaſt, which is the Caſe I have

Now, the 
Right Reverend and Learned Biſhop Ove- 
ral, and Biſhop Taylor, and the Reverend 
and Learned Mr. Mede, Mr. T borndike, 
Dr. Hickes, Mr. Johnſon of Cranbrook, and 
many other Eminent Divines of the Church 
of England, have abundantly proved, that 
our Bleſſed Lord and Saviour, his Holy 
Apoſtles, and the Good Fathers in the Pri- 
mitive Church, did offer the Bread and 
Wine in the Holy Euchariſt, as a Sacrifice 
Repreſentative of the Body and Blood of 
Wriſt, to render GOD propitious and gra- 
ious to us; and that theſe Elements were 
pffered by them, as a proper Sacrifice or 
Dblation ; as a continual Remembrance of 
at One only meritorious Sacrifice which 
briſt offered upon the Croſs. This there- 
ore, which they have proved to be the 
urpoſe of the Inſtitution, the Practice of 
e Holy Apoſtles, and the Uſage of the 
ncient Fathers, is, in the foregoing Words 
t the Homily, plainly made the Doctrine 
the Church of England.

but our Reformers directed, that it ſhould 
be uſed as the Apoſtle appointed, as it 
was uſed in the Primitive Church, and as 
it is ſtill uſed in the Greek Church, and in 
all other Churches that were never ſubject 


to the Roman, for the Recovery of the Sick, 


and therefore appointed the Oil to be mi- 
niſtred, whenever the fick Perſon ſhould 
defire it; bur it is never uſed by the Ro- 
maniſts till the ſick Perſon is paſt being able 
to expreſs his Deſire of it. And though 
our Church did lay the Uſe of it aſide P 
G the 
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the ſecond Liturgy, to pleaſe Calvin and 
Bucer, and the Presbyterian Reformers a- 
broad: Yet I have ſhewed before, She at 
the ſame time declared, that this, as well 
as the other Parts of the firſt Liturgy, was 
agreeable to the Word of GOD. I know 
indeed, it is ſaid' by ſome, that this Oil 
was uſed in the Days of St. James, to 
work miraculous Cures : And therefore, 
it is ſuperſtitious to uſe it now, when no 
ſuch miraculous Cures are to. be expected. 
But all this is {aid without Proof, and it 
does not appear from the Holy Seriptures, 
that Oil was ever uſed after our Saviour's 
Reſurrection, by any of the Apoſtles or 
others to work a miraculous Cure. Nei- 
ther does the Apoſtle here promiſe any 
miraculous Cure, but only ſays, the Prayer 
of Faith ſhall ſaue the Sick, and the LORD 
ſpall raiſe him up. Here is nothing ſo much 
as intimated, that a miraculous Operation 
is to be expected, any Thing which may 
not as reaſonably be hoped for, now Mi- 
racles are cealed, as then when Miracles 
were frequent. T he Prayer of Faith ſhall 
ſave the Sick; that is, when the Prieſts 
have prayed over the ſick Perfon, and a- 
nointed him with Oil according as is pre- 
ſcribed, he may then expect the Blefling 
of a Reſtoration to his Health, if GOD ſee 
it moſt expedient for him. But it is not

ſaid, the LORD fhall cure him miracu- 
louſly, but the LORD ſhall raiſe him up; 


which if it be done, by GOD's Bleſſing on

Natural Means, ( neither of which 
can operate without GOD's Bleſſing) the 
Promiſe is fulfilled. But then it is ob- 
jected, that here is no Promiſe made to

Prayer of Faith; if, therefore, Prayer alone 
be the Means to procure Health to the Sick, 
the Anointing is inſignificant. But this 


Objection makes Anointing the Sick not

ord's Return to them. But here he prays for 
T nothing elſe for him, but that he may find 
Mercy at the Day of Judgment; a ſure 
Sign that he was now in ſuch a State, as 
he had nothing more to expect than the 
Coming of that Day, ſince the Apoſtle had 
nothing elſe to ask tor him; a ſure Sign 
that he was then dead. And yet this 
Learned Doctor, though (for what Rea- 
fon I know not) he takes ſo much 2

but in vain, to prove Oneſipborns not to have 
been dead, owns both the Lawfulneſs and 
Firneſs of Praying for the Dead ; ſaying, 
*T is certain, that ſome Meaſure of BI si, 
which ſhall at the Day of Judgment be he 
vonchſafed the Saints, when their Bodies N nN 
and Souls ſhall be ye-united, is not till then * 

enjoyed by them, and therefore may SAFELY I” 
and FLITLY be prayed for them. This is 
_ alſo plainly agrecable to the Doctrine and 
Practice of the Church of England, where, 
in the Prayer for the State of CHRIST's 
Church, after we have bleſſed GOD for the 
Saints departed, we pray THAT WITH 
THEM we may be Partakers of tbe 
Heavenly Kingdom: That is, that both , 
they and we may be admitted into the 
higheſt Heavens. But this is more clearly 
expreſſed in the Prayer in the Burial Office, 
where we beſeech GOD that he will ſhortly 
accompliſh the Number of His Ele&, and 
haſten His Kingdom ; that we, WITH ALL 
THOSE THAT ARE DEPARTED IN 
THE TRUE FAITH OF HIS HOLY 
NAME, may have our perfect Conſummation 
and Bliſs both in Body and Soul, in His 
Eternal and Everlaſting Glory. In which 
Words our Church not only plainly ace 
Eknowledges, that the Saints departed have 
not yet received their perfect Conſumma- 
tion and Bliſs, conſequently that they are 
. 5 in 
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in a Middle State, expecting of it; but She 
alſo prays for them, as well as for us that 
are yet alive, that they may receive it. 
And in the firſt Liturgy of King Edward VI. 
the Doctrine of which, as I have ſhewed, 
is ſtill approved by our Church as agree- 
able to the Holy Scriptures, both theſe Prayers 
were yet more expreſs to this Purpoſe, 
where, in the Prayer for the State of the 
hurch, after particular Mention made of 
„the Virgin Mary, the Holy Patriarchs, 


* Prophets, Apoſtles, and Martyrs, it fol- 
Th Rows thus: We commend unto Ih Mercy, 
+, 2 LORD, all other Thy Servants, which 


Ware departed bence from us with the Sign of 
Faith, and now do reſt in the Sleep of Peace: 
rant unto them, we beſeech Thee, T hy 
Mercy and Everlaſting Peace, and that at 
the Day of the General Reſurrection, we, 
and all they, which be of the Myſtical Body 
of Thy Son, may altogether be ſet on His 
Right Hand, and hear that His moſt joyful 
Voice: Come unto me, O ye, that be Bleſſed 
of My Father, &c.

The next Prayer be- 
gins thus, We commend into T by Hands of

committed to Thy Well-beloved Son, both 
this our Brother, and we, may be found ac. 
ceptable in T by Sight, and we may receiv: 
that Bleſſing, &c. And in the next Prayer, 
Grant, we beſeech Thee, that at the Da) 
of Judgment, his Soul, and all the Souls of 
T by Elect, departed out of this Life, ma) 
with us, and we with them, fully receiv 
Thy Promiſes, and be made perfect altoge- 
ther, &c. And as this is thus agreeabl: 
to the Doctrine of the Church of England 
ſo is it very contrary to the Romiſh Purgu| 
tory For we ſuppoſe all that die in the 
LORD to be in Peace, or at Reſt in Chriſt 
and only pray for the Continuance of 
GOD's Mercy to them, that it may be 
perfectly conſummated at the Reſurrection, 
But how can they be ſaid to be at Peace 
or at Reſt in Chriſt, who are ſuppoſed to 
fry in the ſcorching Flames of Purgator, 
and to endure the Pains of Hell, the Dura. 
tion only excepted ? Beſides, the Doctrineſ 
of Purgatory ſuppoſes the Souls of ſome 
_ Eminent Saints and Martyrs to go immedi- 
ately to Heaven; and that the Souls of thoſe 
who do fall into Purgatory (from which 
the Church of Rome exempts very few) 
may be delivered thence, and immediately 
carried to Heaven ; and that the Souls ot

Thouſands are daily ſo delivered, and go 


forthwith to the Higheſt Heavens : Whereas 


the Doctrine of the Middle State is, that all 
Souls are preſerved there till the Reſurre- 
ction; and that the greateſt Saint, Apoſtle, 
or Martyr, cannot be freed from this State 


of Expectance, and carried into the Higheſt 


Heaven, till the laſt Day. This Doctrine 


is therefore ſo oppoſite to the Popiſh Pur- 


gatory, as to be altogether uncapable of 


Standing together with it; and he that be- 
| lieves the Middle State, according to the 


Scriptures, and the Doctrine of the Church 
of England, agreeable to the Scriptures, 
can never believe the Popiſh Purgatory, 
which ſuppoſes that ſome Pious Souls arc 
already in Heaven, and may all be deli- 
vered out of Purgatory, and go directly to 
Heaven before the Reſurrection. But we 
believe, that there is no Place of Torment, 
and ſuch the Popiſh Purgatory is, for the 
Souls of thoſe that die in the LORD, but 
that they are in Paradiſe, in Abraham's Bo- 
ſom, and are at Reſt from their Labours, 
and only need our Prayers, (not to free 


them from Pain, which they endure nothing 


of, but) that their Joy may be full, and 


that according to GOD's Gracious Pro- 
miſe, we with them, and they with us, 
may have a Happy Reſurrection to Lite and 
Glory Eternal. Another Popiſh Article, 
. —- which 
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which is alſo entirely overthrown by thisDo- 


ctrine of the Middle State, is the Prayers to 


Saints. For if the Saints themſelves do not 


yet reign with Chriſt, but are reſerved in a 


Middle State of Reſt till the Reſurrection, 
then it is certain, that they cannot hear and 
help us; and therefore, as our Church ex- 
preſſes it in the 22d Article, The Invoca- 


tion of Saints is a fond Thing, vainl) in- 


vented, and grounded upon no Warranty of 


Scripture, but rather repugnant to the Word 
of GOD. This alſo overthrows that fool- 
iſh Subterfuge of the Papiſis, whereby they 

pretend that the Saints may ſee, hear, and 


know our Wants ; becauſe being in the 
Higheſt Heavens, they ſee all Things, in 
Speculo Trinitatis, in the Glaſs of the Tri- 
nity, as they expreſs it : For fince the 
Saints are not in the Higheſt Heavens, ac- 


cording to this Doctrine of the Middle State, 


they cannot yet {ce that Fulneſs of GOD's 


Glory which {hall be revealed hereafter, 
and therefore cannot ſee our Wants in that 
Glaſs, to the Viſion of which they are not 
yet admitted, This Doctrine of the Mid- 


ale State is therefore ſo far from being a 
Popiſh Doctrine, that nothing can be more 
directly oppoſite to it: For it utterly con- 


tounds T'wo principal Articles of their 


New Creed concerning Purgatory, and the 
Invocation of Saints, and which are like-

Oc. were thought the proper Oracles to 
cont at Occaſion; and 
whatever was not agreeable to the Senle 
of thoſe Foreign Presbyterians, was too ge- 
nerally believed to be Popifh and Antichri- 
ſtian. Thus Calviniſm prevailed among@

| us, ſo that by the time King Charles I. 


came tq the Crown, it had almoſt univer- 
ſally over-ſpread the Nation; infomuch 
that whit Archbiſhop Laud, and ſome o- 
ther Eminent and Learned Biſhops his 
Contemporaries, endeavoured to ſtop this 
Current, atid introduce the Doctrines and 
Uſages of the Primitive Church, the Cry 
of Rope was raiſed immediately againſt 
them by the Calwiniſts; and not only they, 
but Church and State alſo, were over- 
whelmed with the Torrent. Upon the Re- 
ſtoration of King Charles II. the Calvini- 
ſtical Divinity grew into Diſeſteem; and 
John Calvin, whoſe ipſe dixit was once. 
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thought an Authority not to be gain-ſaid, 
was no longer regarded. But ſtill we 
thought it proper to fetch our Divinity 
from the Foreign Presbyterians, and to ſtudy 
the Dutch Syſtems; there being ſome, it 
ſeems, ſtarted up in 25 Country, who 
durſt controll even Calvin himſelf. Thus 
Epiſcopius, Philip of Limborch, and Curct- 
Leus came in Vogue, and were put into the 
Hands of the young Students. in Divi- 
nity. Theſe Men had, it muſt be confels'd, 
a more rational Way of Arguing, than the 
Old Calviniſtical-Gentlemen, which taught 


the Divines of that Age to make ſome fine 


Diſcourſes upon Moral Subjects, but with 
very little Divinity in them. But as theſe 
New. Syſtematick Writers were as much 
Strangers to the Fathers, as the, Old Cal- 
Viniſis, and for. that Reaſon ſpoke con- 
temptibly of them, and had no Regard to 
the Doctrines of Primitive Chriſtianity; ſo 
their Followers in our Church trod in their 
Steps, and were as little acquainted with 
the Doctrines of the Ancient Church, as 


the Old Diſciples of Calvin, Bullinger, 


Gualter, Beza, Zanchy, &c. HP 

Tavs, whilſt we ſtudied only to make 
what we call Prafical Diſcourſes, and Po- 
pꝛrlar Harangues, and treated of the Chri- 
ſtian Church, not as of a Society founded, 
and incorporated by Chriſt, which had 4

Government, and Magiſtrates of its Own, 


_ deriving their Authority from Him, inde- 


pendent on-the States of the World ; but 
only as a Se& believing: ſuch-and ſuch O- 
pinions, and uſing ſuch and ſuch Rites; we 
had almoſt loſt the true Notion of Chri- 
ſtianity; and that Article of our Creed, con- 


cerning the Catholick Church, and Commu- 


nion of Saints, was rightly underſtood by 
very few of our People: So that now we 
come to teach them the true Meaning of 


this Article of Faith, according as it was 
underſtood by the Apoſtles and Primitive 
Fathers, and to tell them that the Church 


is a Society diſtin& from, and indepen- 
dent on the State; that the Biſhops are the 


Chief Governours of this Society, under 
Chriſt, and derive their Authority from 
Him, and not from the Civil Magiſtrate; 
they having not been uſed to ſuch Do- 


ctrine, take it preſently for Popery. For 


the Followers of the New Dutch Divinity, 
like the Old Calviniſte, have taught their 
Diſciples to brand whatever thwarts their 
own Opinions with the odious Name of 
Popery : Although it be never fo contrary 
to it, as I truſt I have {hewn our Doctrines 
to be. ; 1 

Tus alſo, whilſt they endeavour to 


bring all Things ro the Standard of their 
own Rcaſon, and they can ſee no Caule,

_ why the Miniſtry. of Man ſhould, upon any 
Occaſion, be requiſite for the Remiſſion of 
Sins, they charge the Doctrine of Sacerdo- 
tal Abſolution as Popiſb allo; notwithſtand- 
ing it is ſo plainly taught in the Liturgy 
of the Church of England, agreeable to 
the Holy Scriptures. Neither have they 
any Notion of receiving the Forgiveneſs of 
Sins, even by the Means of thoſe Sacra- 
ments which Chriſt inſtituted for that very 
End and Purpoſe, there being little or no- 
thing taught to that Purpoſe, but rather 


the Contrary, in the New Dutch Divinity; 


hence they can ſee no Neceſſity of an E- 
piſcopal Commiſſion to make theſe Sacra- 


ments Valid and Effe&ual for the Remiſſion 


of Sins, and procuring Grace, as not know- 
ing any ſuch Effects to belong to theſe Di- 
vine Ordinances; but they look upon them 
as Two poſitive Commands which Chrift 
has thought fit to impoſe upon us to try 
our Obedience, and that for that Reaſon 
we are bound to receive them, and may 

expect ſome Reward for that Obedience; 


but for any other Advantages to be re- 


ceived by them, they ſeem to have little

it matters not much from whoſe Hands 
we receive them, or whether there be any 
proper Prieſts to adminiſter them or not; 
only for Order Sake, and becauſe what is

Every Body's Buſineſs may in Time be 
thought No Body's Buſineſs, it is very fit 
ſome particular Men {ſhould be choſen to 
miniſter theſe Sacraments to others, not 
that the Nature of the Thing requires it, 
but only that the Thing may be done with 
Regularity and Decency. Hence, when we 
come to teach, that there is ſomething

Is Acain, when we have had a General 
y PF Silence concerning the Undtion of the Sick, 
3 or thoſe who have occaſionally mentioned

cal Age, when miraculous Cures were 

wrought ; having been taught to believe 
this by the Foreign. Presbyterians, — 
without any Authority from Scripture or Ou 
Antiquity: If we come to urge this Un. the 
ction, though founded on a plain Apoſtoli- © 
cal Precept, and ſhew ir to be as proper to =) 
be uſed now, as it was in the Apoſtolicalſſ Ex 
Age, and that the ſame Promiſe which was ſer 
made to the Uſe of it then, may be as' et- Cl 
fectual at this Time; yet it ſhall be called cle 
a Popiſh Doctrine; though, as I have ſhewn i ® 
it is as oppolite to the Romiſh Extrem 
Union as may be. > vt on 
Axio in the laſt place, when by Read. 
ing theſe Dutch Syſtems we have imbibed 
a Notion, that Souls, as ſoon as ſeparated * 
from the Body, are carried either to the 
Higheſt Heaven, or the Loweſt Hell, and 
have thereby loſt the Notion of Hades, or 
the Middle State, the Receptacle of Souls 
till the Reſurrection; when any one tell 
us of this Middle State, though he prove 
his Doctrine by a Multitude of exprels 
Texts of Holy Scripture, and demonſtrate 
that this Middle State is utterly inconſi— 
ſtent with the Romiſh Purgatory, yer i 
{hall be called a Popiſb Doctrine, or be ſaid 
to Savour of Popery, according to the Mo- 
dern Phraſe. e 
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Lirurgy, waich was entirely drawn up by 
our own Biſhops and Divines, according to 
the true Primitive Pattern, and, as we then 


confeſſed; by the Aid of the Holy Ghoſt ; and 
laying alide many particular Paſſages and 
Expreſſions, which, if they had been pre- 
ſerved, theſe fore- mentioned Primitive and 
Chriſt ian Doctrines muſt have been more 
clearly, and better underſtood by every 
Body, than they are now; we have loſt 
much of the true Apoſtolical and Primitive 
Religion which our Reformers intended to 
reſtore ;; ſo that thoſe, who would revive 
the Doctrines contained in that admirable 
Liturgy, and which are not diſagreeable 
to that we now uſe, though not ſo clearly 
expreſſed, in it, are thought to be running 
over to. the Church of Rome; whereas we 
would only return to Primitive Chriſtia- 
nity, to thoſe Doctrines on which our Re- 
formation was founded, and which we 
might till this Time have maintained Pure 
and Uncorrupt, would we have kept our- 
ſelves free from the Leaven of Calvin, and 
his Adherents, and other Foreign, as well 
as Domeſtick Presbyterians ; who, though 
they could not prevail with our Firſt rruly 
Learned and Pious Reformers to condemn 
any Doctrine contained in the firſt Liturgy, 
(for even when they laid it aſide, they 
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declared it to be agreeable to the Word of 


GOD, as has been obſerved ) yet they 
prevailed with them, to the great Preju- 
dice of the Church, and Joy of the Papiſtt, 
to expunge fome Paſſages, and ſo to mol- 
tify others, as to make our Offices feem 


agreeable to their Syſtems, though, if rightly 


Ld 


and duly compared, it is certain they are 


not. Then, by turning thoſe mollified 
Expreſſions to their own Senſe, and intro- 
ducing their Syſtems amongſt us, where 
they would now and then drop 4 Word 
that looked a little favourable to Epiſco- 
pacy, and ſometimes pretend that they 
wanted that Order amongſt themſelves, 
not of Choice, bur Neceſſiy, (though it 
appears from their own Publick Synodical 
Acts, that they both deſpiſed that Order, 
together with the Apoſtolical Succeſſion, 
and founded their pretended Miniſtry upon 
an Extraordinary, that is, an Enthuſiaſti- 
cal Call) they prevailed with too many, 
even of our Biſhops and Divines, to be- 
lieve them to be of the ſame Religion with 
ourſelves; whereas it is certain they are 
very different, even in Eſſential Points. 
However, Geneva and Dutch Divinity hav- 
ing gained ſo great an Aſcendant amongſt 
us from the Retormation downwards, thoſe 
who have been for maintaining and inter- 
preting the Doctrines of the Church of 
— England 
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England according to the Senſe and Stan- 


dard of the Primitive Church, (and ſuch, 
GOD be praiſed, there have been many 
from that Time to this) have been branded 
with the odious Name gf Papiſts, not- 
withſtanding they have oppoſed Popery as 
heartily and warmly as any Men wharſo- 


ever, and thoſe Doctrines of theirs, which 


have been accuſed as Popiſb, were as in-

Opinions of particular Men, from the

Therefore, that the Author and the

ce thought fit, that Yates and Ward, two 
« of the Lecturets, or Preachers in Ipſcich, 
ce ſhould gather out of his Boook ſome 
“ efpecial Points tending to POPERY 
« and Arminianiſm, (as they conceived.) 
ce to be preſented to the Cenſure of the 
© following Parliament. And, certainly, 
ee had he not been a Man of a mighty 
* Spirit, and one that eaſily could con- 
„ temn the Cry and Clamours which 
* were raiſed againſt him for ſo doing, 
he could not but have ſunk remedileſly 
ce under the Burden of Diſgrace, and the 
Fears of Ruin, which that Performance 
* drew upon him.“ Thus was this Good 
and moſt Learned Gentleman reviled and 
perſecuted as a Papiſt, by the Calviniſtical, 
Presbyterian Faction, (which was at that 
Time very powerful) even for writing 
againſt Popery, and endeavouring to pre- 
ſerve the Flock committed to his Charge 
from being ſeduced by Popiſh Prieſts and 
Feſuites, only becauſe he would not de- 
fend our Church upon Geneva and Dutch 
Principles, but would expound Her Do- 
ctrines by the Scriptures, and Catholick 
K Fathers 
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Fathers of the Primitive Church, which 
Archbiſhop Laud and he encouraged. all 
Divines to ſtudy, and not by Modern 
Outlandiſh Syſtems. And if we examine 

what were the Points which Yates and 
Ward picked out of Mountague's Book, 
and reckoned as Popiſh Tenets, we ſhall 
find, amongſt others, ſome of the very 
ſame for which 1 alſo have been accuſed 
as a Papiſt. Such as Confeſſion and Sacer- 
dotal Abſolution, the Neceſſity of Epiſcopal 
Ordination, and the Euchariſtical Sacrifice 
and Altar. For, as Heylyn ( who lived in 
that Age, and is therefore a good Evi- 
dence in this Caſe) obſerves ; Such was 
the Temper of thoſe Times, that who- + 
© ſoever held any of the Points aforeſaid, 
* or any other controverted with the 
Church of Rome, contrary to the Senſe 

* of Calvin, muſt preſently be accuſed of 
% Popery. He that adhered to the Ten- 
* dries of the Ancient Fathers, in ſuch 
* Particulars as the Church was pleaſed 
© to leave undetermined ; or bound him 
** ſelf in Matters publickly reſolved on, 
* to vindicate this Church to Her Genuine 
* Tenents, was preſently made ſubject 
to all thoſe Clamours and Reproaches, 
© which the Tongues and Pens of that 
** predominating Faction could either raiſe 
upon him, or aſperſe him with. * 1 
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hall only obſerve farther on this Occaſion, 
that when theſe. Doctrines, which Moun- 
tague ſo ſtrenuouſly maintained, fell, the 
Church of England fell with them, and 
not only Calviniſm or Presbytery rode 
Triumphant, but all other Sects, as Iu- 
dependents, Anabaptiſis, Quakers, Muggle- 
tontans, Socinians, Deiſts, Atheiſts, &c. 
broke in upon this Nation, and overturn'd 
the Conſtitution both in Church and State: 
Every one of them pretending to refine 
' [upon the other, and to make a farther 
NRemove from Popery, till ar laſt for Fear 
of being Papiſts, they came to renounce 
and reject all Sacraments, the Divinity of 
Chriſt, Revealed Religion, nay the very 
Being of GOD Himſelf, becauſe theſe are 
Points owned and profeſſed by the Pa- 
fiſts, (which is more than can be ſaid 
of the Doctrines which I am called a 
Papiſt for maintaining) and we ſhould 
have a Care of believing any Thing which 
the Church of Rome believes. Thus if 
Men will allow nothing to be true Re- 
ligion, but as it bears no Relation to 
Popery, they muſt run not only into So- 
cinianiſm and Deiſm, but even into A- 
theiſm itſelf : And whether many have 
not done fo, I muſt leave others to

Orthodox Books which he had printed 
* in England and Germany, or to renounce 
< the Communion of the Church of Eng-

* after the Deceaſe of Pope Gregory, he 
4e was impriſoned by the Feſuites and 
© Ingquifitors in Caſtle” St. Angelo, where, 
by being barbaroufly uſed, and almoſt 
ſtarved, he ſoon got a Mortal Sickneſs, 
and died in a few Days, though not 
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The Day following, his Corps was, by 
< the Sentence of the Inquiſition, tycd to
